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Council Rejects Zoning 


Appeal of Smith-Ewing

A well-attended special meeting 
of City Council on Thursday, Octo- 
ber 17, called to hear two reports 
from the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) found Councilmen Lewis 
Bernstein and Cliff Simonson wear- 
ing two hats. They were consider- 
ing reports that had been prepared 
during their term of office as APB 
members. 

The first report had been sub- 
mitted as of April, 1963, and refer- 
red to the Smith-Ewing. property, 
which lies within the City of 
Greenbelt’s boundaries, just east 
of the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way along both sides of Glendale 
Road. Messrs. A. H. Smith and 
Frank Ewing, owners of the proper- 
ty, and their attorney T. Hammond 
Welsh, were present. 

After hearing the APB report, 
which recommend to council denial 
of the four petitions, two of which 
were for high-rise apartment zon- 
ing and two for garden-type apart- 
ments, Welsh pleaded with city 
council to delay any action until 
their planner and traffic engineer 
could prepare a plan for both sites 
and then have an opportunity to 
discuss this plan with the APB. 

The APB report indicated that 
if the rezoning requested was 
granted, apartment units for 20,000 
people could be built on the land 
covered by the petitions, and that 
the single lane bridge over the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway is 
grossly inadequate to handle the 
traffic if the petitioned zoning were 
granted. 

The council decided that the cur- 
rent application be denied without 
prejudice and it be referred back 
to the APB for any further recom- 
mendation made necessary by the 
submission of the Smith-Ewing 
planner and traffic engineer. 

The second report had to do with 
rezoning of the Old Schrom Air- 
port (not within the city limits) 
to C-2 zoning. The APB recom- 
mended denial on the basis that 
sufficient land in the Schrom tract 
was already zoned C-1 and C-2 
for any immediate residential de- 
velopment in the area. No repre- 
sentative of the land owners in- 
volved in this property was pre- 
sent at the meeting and no record 
was available of a notice being 
sent to them by the clerk. The 
report on this zoning was deferred 
to a later meeting until the own- 
ers could be notified. (See report 
on Monday’s council meeting.) 

Present at the meeting was AI- 
bert Small, president of the Spring 
Hill Lake development, who ask- 
ed permission to discuss some pro- 
posed zoning for Springhill Lake. 
Small was also represented by 
Welsh, who explained that a small 
parcel of tand in the Springhill 
Lake development had been in- 
advertently left in industrial zon- 
ing when the balance of the land 
was originally rezoned to apartment 
zoning from industrial zoning. 
Now that the project is developing, 
this land is needed for other apart- 
ments and Springhill Lake will 
rezoning. It 
has been the practice of Spring- 
hill Lake to acquaint the city 
council with such zoning matters 
before going to the Park and 
Planning Commission. 

A second request for rezoning 
will be for a small commercial 
center near the Community Build- 
ing to provide for the immediate 
needs of the apartment develop- 
ment. 

The third parcel that would be 
up for rezoning would be for an 
office building site to provide 
space for professional offices es- 
sential to a large apartment de- 
velopment. 

The three rezoning items will 
be referred to the APB as soon 
as they are officially received at 
the City Office.

City Land 


Problems Debated by Council

A heavy agenda which kept Monday’s regular city council 
meeting in session until after midnight included sharp questioning 
by Councilman Cliff Simonson of the competence of Greenhorne and 
O’Mara to design the swimming pool renovation, a request by the 
County Board of Education for land to build a senior high school 
in Greenbelt, and an attempt by F. W. Schrom to obtain city ap- 
proval for rezoning to permit the construction of a 68-acre reg- 
ional shopping center on the other side of the Parkway. 


Council was scheduled to review 
the preliminary plan for the swim- 
ming pool reconstruction, which 
has now been approved by the Re- 
creation Advisory Board, and. in- 
struct the engineering firm on any 
improvements that should be in- 
corporated into the final plans. 
Working drawings and _ specifica- 
tions would then be prepared and 
bids sought from construction firms. 

Simonson, however, said he had 
come away from a discussion of the 
plan by the firm’s engineers dis- 
satisfied with their answers to ques- 
tions about the design. He noted 
that. Greenhorne and O’Mara had 
never handled the design of a swim- 
ming pool before, that the cost es- 
timate of $140,000 seemed “awfully 
high” and there had been no con- 
sultation with pool construction 
specialists. 

The councilman said that he has 
started contacting firms in the area 
specializing in pool construction to 
obtain their opinions. He reported 
that one large local firm had made 
an on-site inspection of the city 
pool and estimated that the job 
could be done for $120,000, and 
he suggested that at least two 
other pool construction firms be 
consulted to obtain estimates. 

This raised the question of whe- 
ther Greenhorne and O’Mara would 
have to be discharged from its con- 
tract with the city to draw up the 
plans and paid off before other 
firms could be consulted by the city. 
City Manager James Giese defended 
the use of the engineering firm, no- 
ting that the renovation of a pool 
was much more of an engineering 
job than building a new pool. He 
commented that the engineering 
firm had done an excellent job in 


handling structural work of a Si-— 


milar nature. He also indicated 
that any delay in beginning the 
work would make it less likely that 
the pool would be ready for the 
new season on May 31. 

One feature of the pool that was 
debated was whether to use poured 
concrete as is now planned for the 
pool floor, gunnite or some other 
less expensive material. Council- 
man William Hoff struck a note 
of compromise by noting that the 
city should spell out its requirements 
in much more detail to Greenhorne 
and O’Mara and find out how the 
engineering firm proposed to meet 
them. Councilman Dave Cham- 
pion, who supported the manager's 
position, moved that the city con- 
tinue with the engineering firm and 
spell out construction details at 
the next meeting, this motion was 
passed 4-1, with Simonson dissen- 
ting. 

Senior High Site 

The council heard a letter from 
the County Board of Education 
which referred to its plans for a 
senior high school in Greenbelt. 
The school board said it was in- 
terested in a site in the North End 
beyond the upper end of Northway 
now used for sanitary land fill. 
The board said that it had contac- 
ted Charles Bresler, owner of most 
of the property, on the purchase 
of 25 acres for the school site and 
requested that the city donate an 
additional 5 acres. The school 
board request, which also mentioned 
plans to obtain two new elementary 
school sites in Greenbelt, was re- 
ferred to the Advisory Planning 
Board. 

The matter of donating part of 
the city’s sanitary land fill to the 
school board is complicated by the 
citys own need of more land for 
this purpose. A proposed swap of 
4 acres of city land for 14 acres 
under the jurisdiction of the God- 
dard Space Flight Center was snag- 
ged by legal difficulties. An added 
factor was a proposal by the Spring- 
hill Lake concern to buy the 7-acre 
tract of land on which the city 
warehouse and maintenance shop 
now exists. An initial offer of $20,000 
an acre was made. 


Springhill Lake Preposal 


Sale of the land to Springhill 


Lake would require that a new 

warehouse and maintenance shop 

be constructed elsewhere, with san- 

itary land fill being the most logical 

site. As an alternative to purchase 

of the land, Springhill Lake sug 

gested a swap of land. The council 

considered this as a possiblility as 

well as screening the buildings and 

renovating them to eliminate their 

unsightly appearance. The entire 
package, including the problem of 
obtaining an additional land: fill site. 
was referred to the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board. : So 

Ironically there will be delay in 
the APB considering any of the a- 
bove matters because council has 
not.completed its interview of pros- 
pective members to the 9-man APB, 
(which presently has too few mem- 
bers to function), as well as. to the 
5-man Personnel Advisory: Board 
and the new 3-man Employee Rela- 
tions Board. In addition; a resolu- 
tion to establish a Charter: Revision 
Committee was introduced for first 
reading. Council agreed to inter- 
view candidates who might be eli- 
gible for any of these positions on 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
of next week in the hope of wind- 
ing up this work. 

The matter of the APB’s major 
report on recommended goals for 
the city submitted to council a year 
ago was also discussed. Council- 
man Lewis Bernstein, former chair- 
man of the APB, urged that a pub- 
lic hearing be held on the overall 
goals. Council decided to consider 
at its next meeting the scheduling 
of a public meeting for this pur- 
pose. The APB’s formula for de- 
termining capital improvement pri- 
orities was also considered for in- 
clusion in the public hearing. How- 
ever, it was noted that this was a 
highly critical issue and that the 
lack of priorities probably caused 
the defeat of the capital improve- 
ments referendum. When Harvey 
Geller, chairman of the APB com- 
mittee concerned with setting pri- 
orities, noted that he would like 
to see the matter returned to his 
group for restudy, council imme- 
diately accepted this. 

Schrom Zoning Request 

Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Schrom at- 
tended the meeting to present their 
case for rezoning 35 acres of land 
now zoned R-R (single-family homes 
on quarter-acre lots) to commercial 
in order to combine it with 33 acres 
already zoned commercial. The 
Schroms said that plans were al- 
ready drawn for a regional shop- 
ping center but now had to be re- 
vised due to relocation of some of 
the cloverleaf pattern for the Cap- 
itol Beltway which borders the site 
(The Schrom property is not with- 
in the city limits but the County 
Planning Board has asked the city 
for its recommendation.) 

They pointed out that large a- 
partment developments planned for 
that area, including a tract of their 
own land zoned for R-18 (low-den- 
sity) apartments, would make a re- 
gional shopping center desirable 
Councilman Bernstein told them 
that zoning for a regional shopping 
center would set the character of 
the community, converting it from 
a community of home owners to 
apartment dwellers. 

Councilman Smith referred to sta- 
tistics that indicated that the Green- 
belt area could only hope to sup- 
port one regional shopping center 
for some time to come, and that one 
(Beltway Plaza) already existed. 
A “starved-out” shopping center 
would do no one any good, he ar- 
gued. Mayor Edgar Smith and 
Councilman Champion also ex- 
plained that the community has 
clearly indicated it does not want 
to be surrounded by apartment de- 
velopments and large shopping cen- 
ters and that their obligation to the 
citizens of Greenbelt required them 
to oppose the petition. The APB 
recommendation that the petition 
be rejected was unanimously ap- 
proved.
